We, Iho andersigned Bisliopj, gathered 
under the gond provi.lenco of God for rrnyer 
and conferencB at Limbeih, proy for you thai 
yo (nay obtain ^^ruce, mercy and peace fiom 
Goi''oaT Fathpr and ' fioni lhd Lord Jesus 
Cbriat our S.ivicur. 

We givB thanks lo God, brethren beloved, 
for tho faiih in our Lord Jeans Cbri*i, and 
the love towards the saints, which b^ih 
i»bounded amongst you ; and for iho know- 
ledge of Chiist vf hich throo<jh you balh bucn 
spreBd ^abroad amoaaist the most, vi;;orous< 
Tface9'''of the earth ; and wiih one monih wu 
make soppIicalioD to God, even ibo Father, 
that by the power of .the Holy Uhost (-le 
would streiigthon ua with His mii;ht, to 
. ^ amend amongst us the ihings winch arv 
omisB, to supply Iho Ihinee which aru lack- 
iag, and lo rBach forth uuto hi)»hor measures 
of love and zeal in worshipping Him, and in 
makiog known His name ; uod we pray ihai 
in His good time He would give back nnio 
His whole Church tba bleisad gilt of Uaity 
in Tiu'h. 

And now wo exhort yon in love lhat ye 
keep whole and nndefiled ibe faith once de- 
livered to the saints, us je have received it 
ol the Lord Jesaa."- - VVe entreat you to watch 
■Dd prayi and to strive heariily with us 
against the fr uls and snUit ee wLerewiih 
the faith baib been aforetime and is now an- 
Bailed. 

VVe beseech yon to bold fast as tho sure 
word of God all the canonical Hcriplures ol 
the Old and New Teslamtnt; and that by 
diligent study of these oraole* of God, pray- 
ing in tho Holy Ghost, ye seek to know more 
of the Lord Jei^us tJbrist our Saviour, very 
God aod very Man, ever to be adored and 
worshipped, whom ihey reveal nuio U3, and 
of the will of God which they declare. 

Fartbercnore we entreat you to guard 
yourselves and yours pgainst the growing 
Buperstitiooa and additions with.; which in 
these latter days the truth of God hath b<eii 
overlaid ; ns otherwise so especially by ihu 
pretenlioD to univortial sovereignty over Gjd's 
heritage asserted for the Sir of Rome, a' d by 
the practical exaltation or the Blus-ed Virt^m 
• Mary as mediator in the place of her Diviue 
Son, aod by the addrtaaing ol prayers to her 
as inlerceesor beeween God and man. Of such 
beware, wo beseech you, knowing that the 
Jealous God givoth not ilis L'joour lo an^ 
oiben 

Build yourselves up, therefore, beloved, in 
SE2i£yoa?im08t- holy faith ; grow in grace and in 
the koowledge and love of Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Show forth belore all men by your 
faith, self-denial, purity, and godly converso- 
tioo, as wull H3 by your labours for ihe 
people amongst whom God hath so widely 
Bpread you, and by tho suiting forth ol Hin 
,.Go6pel lo tho unbelievers and the heathen, 
that ye are iudee'd the servant*! tf lliin wh : 
died lor us'to reconcile His father to us. and 
to be a sacriQce fir the sins of ttio whole 
world. 

Brethren beloved, with one voice wo wain 
you: thu lima is short ; '.ho lord eomeih ; 
wutoh and bo sober. Abide steadfast in tbe 
Communion of Saioia, wherein God bath 
granted yoQ a place. Seek id faith fjr 
oneness with Christ in the blessed Baorsmont 
cf His body and blood. Hold last the Gretdi 
and tho pure worship and cider, which of 
God's grace yo have inherited from tho 
Primiiive Church. Beware of cauanK 
divisions Contrary to thr- doctiine jo have 
received, fray and eti.k for unity amongst 
youiHolves, and ainongit all tbo -faithful in 
Christ Jesus ; and the good Lord mako jou 
perfect, and keep you^ bodieiv soul* 
Bpirits, uatii the comiog of the Lord Jesus 
Chiist. 

Tbo encyclical was eij^ned by 29 P^nglish, 
Irish and Scotch Bishops, 28 Colonial and 
by 19 rrelatea of the Anglical „Oburch in 
the United Slaien— in all 76— ihe'whole ouiii- 
ber assembled at ibu CunfereDCe. It will he 
also largely signed by oilier Bishops of tho 
Cbaroh of Bogiaod who were unable to be

Tho 
country teems with natural ''weallb 
and advantages, such as no other 
quarter ol tho globe can ofTor. Ap- 
pended to the report is a letter from 
Henry Steers, tho eminent Now York 
shipbuilder. Mr Steers thinks the rate 
of wages is about the same there as 
on this coast. UpbV the ooBt of 'ina,\ 
torial ho says : 

" You say that, you can purchase fir (whicb 
I fuiicy is uiniilar to our hiickinatack) tor SI2 
per M, Roldi The labor of building a veaael 
is generally computed at one-third the cost, 
and as you ( an procure your building ma» 
lerial bo very much leas than we can, I see 
no good' re&Bon why you should not build 
your ova vessels inntead of baying old ones 
of fiaatern build. You will oertamly have 
maob butler vessels, and, as you say, socb 
us will laai very much looKer. Your I'asten- 
ing material, such as copper and iron, I 
ah' uld think you would be able to pt.ociire 
nimost as reasonable as we caa bere.aacl soon 
after starting the buildiog of vosaels you 
would bo able to make all Iho diflerent kinds 
of articles ooniiected with shipbuilding al- 
UKBt us fast us you required tbora." 

In drawing thoir report to a con- 
clusion, tho Committoo recommend 
that a Corporation bo foriued with a 
capital subscribed of §1,000,000, and 
powor to ineroaso il to $5,000,000; 
that at least $500,000 of this amount 
Hhould bo paid in within 12 months. 
Tho coinpuiiy should then maka a 
selectiOQ of suitable iocalion for yards 
at two or throe points on JPuget 
Sound, or at Coos Bay. They should 
Import, by tho cargo, to their yards 
direct from the cheapest supply ports 
in tho world, all such arlioles of naval 
slvrcs as oannot be mure cheaply sup^ 
plied froml^bur oWn' industry. They 
should erect permanent .buildings at 
their yards for tbo storage ot supplies, 
[f^r Bajiniofts, and boardiog'bousos for 
tneir men. They should contract 
abroad for hundreds of mechanics, as- 
mon and olhor laborers, if the-y found 
themaolves unable to command a sufli- 
cioncy of labor at homo. All thoir 
operations should bo conducted on tho 
wbolosulo principle. Tho vessels 
should bo constructed on tho best 
models, thoroughly fastened, heavily 
timbered and supplied with all moJorn 
i-uprovomonts, 30 a; to give them a 
good chiiractor from the start. The 
eompuny, having a largo capital, would 
be able to iioop Boverai vessels con- 
stantly on the stocks, and if ijot aale- 
able bcro on oompfetipnjat.a fair ptrtco, 
they wotild be able to;fc:eight them 
from port to port until tt rnftrkot wore 
found. We have not room to-day for 
the. produo^ion of any fut-ilior extracts 
from this admirable report; but care- 
fully commond il to the attention and 
perusal of cvory man who has an 'in- 
terest in tho advaneeincnt ai d the 
dovolopinout of the illimitable ro" 
sources ot this Northern coast.
